— the Marima—the Casino— a n a rro w escape from the plague 
— departure o f the frigate—high charaetet of the A m eriean 
n a v y —a tribute o f respect and g ra titu d e —the farewell. 
Wliat can 1 say of Sm yrna} 
Its mosques and ha- 
y.aars scarce deserve tJcscription after those of ConsUin- 
t'niople. 
It has neither pictures, scenery, nor any pe­ 
culiarities ofcostome or manners. There are no “ lions” 
here. 
It is only one of the most agreeable places in 
the world, exactly the sortof thing, that, (without com­ 
pelling private individuals to sit for their portraits,)* is 
the least descrihable. 
Of the fortnight of constant pleas­ 
ure that 1 hav> passed here, I do not well know how I 
can eke out half a page that would amuse you. 
The society of Smyrna has some advantages over that 
of any other city 1 have seen. 
It is composed entirely 
of the families of merchants, who, separated from the 
Turkish inhabitants, occupy a distinct quarter of the 
town, are responsible only to their consuls, and having 
no nobility above, and none but dependents below them, 
live in a state of cordial republican equality that is not 
found even in America. 
They are of ail nations, and 
the principal languages of Europe are spoken by every­ 
body. 
Hospitality is carried to an e.xtent more like tlio ; 
golden ago than these “ days of iron;” and, us a neces­ 
sary result of the free mixture of languages and feelings, 
there is a degree of information and liberality of senti- I 
ment among them, united to^a free and joyous tone of ¡

in men of their care-fraught profession. 
Our own coun> | 
try, I am proud to say, is most honorably represented, j 
There is no traveller to the east, of any nation, who j 
does not carry away with him from Smyrna, grateful ¡ 
recollections of one at least whose hospitality is as open I 
as his gate. 
This living over warehouses of opium, I am 
inclined to think, is healthy for the heart. 
After having seen the packing of figs, wondered at 
the enormous burdens carried by the porters, ridden to 
Bougi.ar and the castle on the hill, and admired the car­ 
avan of the Iioy-<)glou, whose camels are the handsom­ 
est that come into Smyrna, one has nothing to do hut 
dine, dunce, and walk on the Marina. 
The last is a 
circumstance the traveller does well not to miss. 
A 
long street extends along the bay, lined with the houses 
of the ricii merchants of the town, and for the two hours 
before sunset, every family is to be seen sitting outside 
its door upon the public pavement, while beaux and 
belles stroll up and down in all the gaiety of perpetual 
holiday. 
'I’hey are the most out-of-doors people, the 
Smyrniotes, that I have ever seen. 
And one reason 
perhaps is, that they have a beauty which has nothing 
to fear from the daylight. 
The rich, classic, glowing faces of the Greeks, the 
paler and livelier French, the serious and impassioned 
Ituliua, the blooming English, and the shrinking and 
fragile American, mingle together in this concourse of 
grace and elegance like the varied flowers in the garden. \ 
1 would mutch Smyrna against the world for beauty.— 
nd then such sociability, such primitive cordiality of 
manners as you find among them ! 
It is quite a Utopia. 
Y ou w ould think that liitle republic o f m erchants, sep - ; 
arate from the Christian w orld on a heathen sh ore, had ; 
cu m in eiiceJ de novo, from E den— ignorant as y et o f 
jealou sy , en v y , su sp icion, and the other ingredients w ith , 
w hich the old w orld m ingles up its refinem ents. 
It is ¡ 
a very pleasant p la ce, Sm yrna !

The stranger, on his arrival, is immediately intro­ 
duced to the Casino—a large palace, supported by the , 
subscription of the residents, containing a reading-room ! 
furnished with all the gazettes and reviews of Europe, a 
hull-rooiii frequently used, a coflee-room whence the 
ilelicious mocha is brought to you whenever you enter, 
billiard-tables, curd-rooms, etc. etc. 
The merchants j 
are all members, and any member can introduce a ! 
stranger, and give him all the privileges of the place ; 
during his stay in the city. 
It is a courtesy that is not ; 
a little drawn upon. 
English, French, and American 
ships of war are almo»t always in the port, and the olH- 
cers are privileged guests. 
Every traveller to the east 
passes by Smyrna, and there are always numbers at the 
(■usino. 
In fact, the hospitality of this kiude.st of cities, ¡ 
has not the usual demerit of being rarely called upon. 
It seems to have grown with the demand for it.
